mode which His) Excellericy has chosen to ac- 
complish this object is indicative of discriminat- 
ing judgment ‘on his part, as the new arrange- 
ment Will operate as a direct incentive to both 
teacKer and parents to promote ‘the interests of 
education. The communication closes with the 
fullowing paragraph: ‘It is His Excellency’a 
intention also to take steps for providing, if pos- 
sible, a mote conimodions school building, - and 
to write to England fur a supply of the best mo- 
dern school books” We are glad to. find that 
the recent visit of ‘His Excellency to the Com- 
mon. Schoul is already bearing such practical: 
fruit. We felt confident that His- Excellency 
only required an opportunity of judging by 
personal observation in order to see and admit 
the palpable inefficiency of the present building,

deration will dowbtless be @ suitable site for new 
educational buildings—-for we cannot suppose

~ be ont of place’ to offer a few suggestions upon 


a subject in which the general public have so 
direct an. interest,

‘Bat the cliief objection to it is that the ground is 


altogether too small, and, in other respects, 
quite unsuited for play-grounds, &c., adjuncts so 
indispensable'to a Common School. This is the 
case, if we confine our views even to the present 
wants of the community. But how much stron- 
ger will the abjection be if we take in a scope of 
even five or six years, and assume that the in- 
crease of children will be in the same ratio 
as during the past twelve months. In dealing 
with this subject it is especially. proper that pro- 
bable fature wanta should be taken into consid- 
‘eration, and that what is built now.should form 
the nucleus of a complete suite of educational 
‘buildings, in which .the youth of the city. may 
hereafter receive a cheap and thorough training 
in-all the Lrancheg of a ‘liberal education.. In 
this view of the ‘case one, two, or even three 
paltry town lote- would be altogether inade- 
quate: The buildings, of one kind and another, 
may reasonably be presumed to cover one acre.

| means confined to His Excellency, and the rea- 
son why other books than those now in use have 
not been procared is easily explained. The pub- 
lic have for the last three years been anxiously 
waiting for some sort of a school system ; and as 
such a system would doubtless make provision 
for the books to be used it has not been deemed 
pradent to incur the expense of importing @ sap- 
ply the use of which might not be authorized by 
subsequent legislation. However much all mast 
|-admire the prompt action which His Excellency 
| would take in the matter, might it not be. well 
¥to panse a little, now that we are on the eve of 
| haying s colonial school system, and consider 
| what series of common school text books would 
be best suited to this Colony? England, with 
‘all her light and power, is notoriously destitute 
| of any national system of education for the mas- 
ses, and, so far as we know, there is not in use in 
| England a series of Common School text books 
at all adapted to the wants of this Colony. The 
Irish\ National Series is generally admitted to be 
the best now extant, and is very probably the 
series that, upon investigation, would suggest 
itself to His Excellency ss the most suitable to 
introduce into our Common, Schools. Dr. Ry- 
erson, under whose able administration the Com- 
mon School system of Upper Canada has been 
| brought to its present high state of perfection, 
travelled over the continent of Europe and care- 
fally studied all the educational systems, as well 
as the text\bodks authorized by them, and the 
result was the adoption of the Irish National 
| Series as being preferable to any other, As we 
can hardly aspire to originate schoul books for 
| British Columbia just yet, it is important that ad- 
vantage should\be taken of the best now in use 
| in other countries. We would regret, therefore, 
if His Excellency should, from the most praise- 
worthy motives, incur the trouble and expense 
of importing from, England a stock of school 
books which might tarn ont to be somewhat un- 
suited to our; present\ condition.

Hasits oF tat Gortuia.—From an article in 
the Nataral History Review on Mr. Winwood 
Beade’s work on Savage Africa, we extract some 
| notes on thig subject. which the writer of the 
' article believes to be more trustworthy than the 
statements which were received by the scientific 
world two or three years ago, Mr. Reade asserts 
that repeated excursions into the Atrican forests 
with the native hunters in search of the ‘ great 
invisible” were all in vain, and. that when. he 
got on recent tracks, andeven within a few yards 
*the gorilla ran away.” He states broadly that 
he dors not believe that M. Du Chailla ever kill- 
eda gorilla, According to Mr. Reade, who de- 
’ rived his evidence from the natives of three dia- 
tinct districts of Equaturial Africa, the gorilla 
“ is found in| those thick and solitary places of 
the forest where animal life is scurce. |His foo', 
strictly vegetable ; he moves along the gruand on 
all fours ; simetimes he goes up into the trees 
to feed on frnit, and at night he sleepsin a large 
tree. When the female is pregnant, the’ male 
builds a neat where she is confined! and which 
she abandons as soon as her young one) is. born, 
The gorilla does not bent its breast like a drum, 
| Jt atters a kind of short, sharp bark when enrag- 
‘ed, and its ordinary cry is of a plaintive natare, 

With respect to ite ferocity, the hunters have 
a proverb, ‘ Leave a ngina alone and it will leave 
you alone’ When it is at bay and wounded, it 
will attack man, like the stag, the elephant, and 
other animals naturally timid ; but, as\it makes 
this attack on all-fours, the hunters, who/are them- 
selves an nimble as apes, often escape from it as 
men escape from the charge of an elephant. I 
have seen a mun who had been wounded by s 
gorilla ; his wrist was crippled, and the marks 
of teeth were visible. He told me that the goril 
la seized his wrist and dragged it inty its mouth; 
it was contented with having done this, and went 
off. The nearest approach of an) erect posture 
to which the gorilla attains is by supporting itself 
by belding on to the branches, When I asked 
‘the people of Ngambi whether a man |hed ever 
been killed by a gorilla, they said that their fu- 
- thers had spoken of such a thing, but that poth- 
ing of the kind had happened within the memory 
of any body living?’ The Africans consider the 
leopard to be mure dangerous than the gorilla, 
and Mr, Reade believes the chimpanzee to be 
more intelligent but not more docile than his ‘‘big 
brother.”
